* ‘The boom of 1908 to 1912 was 
based on the idea that Edmonton 
was a city of destiny, and that 
nothing could prevent its success, 
Most of us have since had inside 
information that that idea was a 
mistake. It is time that we awoke 
from our trance, accepted facts as 
they are, and took means to over- 
come obvious adverse conditions. 
A city is built on the business that 
the energy and enterprise of its 
citizens ean bring to it. History 
is full of instances of cities that 
have been killed by their citizens 
depending on strategic advantage 
instead of on aggfessive business 
methods as the way to success. A 
trading city that refuses to trade 
§s heading in the wrong direction. 


Why Not Plant Some Trees? 
Arbor day is one occasion which 
Edmonton people can celebrate in 
the appropriate way without any 
misgivings. Trees will grow here 
if given half a chance. There is 
no if about that; as there is in 
some less-favored sections of the 
West. Given a tree of a kind that 
one has any right to expect to 
grow in this latitude and altitude, 


properly planted and reasonably | 


cared for, the results can be fore- 
seen with certainty. There were 
trees here, millions of them, before 
the whites came. The townsite 
had ‘to be cleared before the city 
could be built. What nature did 
without man’s help half a century 
ago it stands,equally ready to do 
again at his bidding. If he will 
plant, the sun and rain and soil 
will do the rest. True, in the 
matter of varieties, nature was 
somewhat sparing in this part of 
the world. But that was so, in de- 
gree, everywhere. There were no 
peach orchards in the Okanagan 
-‘intik men planted them; and no 
Russian poplars or elms in the 
forests which clothed the land 
upon which Edmonton has been 
built. It is a man’s part to adapt 
the processes of nature to his pur- 
poses, and in the matter of increas- 
ing the varieties of trees grown 
anywhere there is scarcely a limit 
to what may be done. The basic 
and all important fact is that 


where trees grow in a state of 
nature, they may be grown in 
greater variety and unlimited 


numbers if people care to take the 
trouble to set them out. 

Edmonton sheuld have the most 
beautifully-treed boulevards, pub- 
lic grounds and lawns in Western 
Canada, The opportunity is pres- 
ent, and the evidence of it may be 
seen everywhere. To what extent 
it shall be realized depends alto- 
gether upon the human factor. 
The city and the¢itizens have not 
neglected to take advantage of the 
opportunity to a degree, The good 
work should not be allowed to lag. 
I’or some years past the city’s part 
in this beautification work has 
gone back rather than ahead, 


Few, if any, trees have been plant- | 


ed on the boulevards, and a good 
many of those previously set out 
have been allowed to fall victims 
of neglect, of childish ignorance, 
and in some cases of hoodlumism, 
It is time for a change in that re- 
spect, Both the authorities and 
the citizens should give more at- 
tention to the protection of this 
sort of publie property, It ts 
claimed that a tree planted on the 
street represents a cost to the 
owner of the confronting property 
of some sixteen dollars. For fin- 
ancial reagons alone there ought 
to be a code of honor among the 
residents of the city to prevent 
that investment being wasted. 
Children should be taught to leave 
the trees alone. Irresponsibles of 
more years should be rounded up 
by the police and punished as 
promptly as though they smashed 


Windows in the city halls or com- 
mitted overt acts of destruction 
upon city property. There is no 
use having an annual spasm of 
tree-planting if the results are al- 
lowed to be offset by destruction, 
ignorant or wilful. 

As for constructive effort, it is 
useless to expect the city to adopt 
any comprehensive policy of street
